RESOLUTIONS 


By Mr. Larrabee: .

That the President of the Board ap- 
point two members of this Board to 
work with Dr. Hill relative to hospital- 
ization of indigent cases other than con- 
tagious disease patients.

That Warren Lusk be appointed a 
member of the Board of Plumbing Ex- 
aminers as Master Plumber to fill the 
remainder of the term of Oscar Veel- 
man who has removed from the city.

That the City Council be requested to 
furnish funds in the sum of $625 to pay 
an additional nurse at the Health Cen- 
ter the remainder of the fiscal year.

That the Council be requested to 
transfer $1,000 to the Clinic Supply 
Fund.
